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Abstract This paper deals with 4 species and 1 subspecies of the genus Gomphidia Selysin China. Gom phidia interruptistria 
is described as new to science. The type specimen is deposited at the Institute of Zoology, Shaanxi Normal University, Xi an, 


China. A key to the Chinese species of the genus is provided. 
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The genus Gomphidia was founded by Selys in 
1854, and its type species is Gomphidia t-nigrum 
Selys (1854). There are 25 species known in the world 
(Martin ¢ al., 2004), distributed in Oriental Region 
and Africa (Zhao, 1990). The main characters of this 
genus are: large, stout, blackish, short legged dragorr 
flies;

Etymology. The name interruptistria is derived 
from the Latin words interruptus (interrupted) and 


stria (stripe) , which refers to the interruption occurs 
nat only between dorsal stripe and collar stripe, but at 
so between dorsal stripe and superiar spot of the new 
species. 

This new species is similar to G. k. kruegeri 
(Martin, 1904) and G. k. fukienensis ( Chao, 
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1955), but differs in the following characters as Table 1.
